PIEROLA 8 FATAL SLUMBER. 


Pierola, who had passed four days and 
nights almost continually in the sad- 
die, ovércome by exhaustion, was 
laced on & stretcher in the field,where 
e was immediately plunged into a 
profound sleep. The troops, it is 
said, had been all day without food or 
water. At this critical moment, while 
their chief was unconscious, the su- 
perior officers disbanded their forces, 
afid assuring them that the Chilian

THE WAGES QUESTION ON THE 


COMSTOCK. : 

The question of reducing the wages 
of miners, op rather of grading their 
wages, is now the topicon the Com- 
stock. Chronicle reports a veteran 
miner as saying: 

“I have worked in all the princi 
mines on the jode, and I know that 
there is not any large amount of los 
grade ore ia any of them. et 
man who has worked in the mines 
koows this to bo true. That is why 
they are to the reduction. I 
do not believe any more men would 
be put to work if the were re- 
daced. Nov I have been mining all 
my life, and I find one thing different 
here from any other place I was ever 
in. In England and other places 
where there isa drain tunnel, the level 
along whieh it rans is considered as 
the surface, and is treated as such in 
all matters relating to wages and 
hours of labor. It is called the adit 
level, aod all men working above the 
level are considered as surface men. I 
simply meption this to show that this 
is an exception to the general rule of 
mining countries.” 

A correspondent of the Chronicle 
suggests the working by contract of 
those bodies of low grade which are 
supposed to exist, claiming that plen- 
ty of experienced miners will be found 
ready to take contracts for the pur- 
pose.

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FAITH IN THE COMSTOCK. 


Prof. Stuart Thinks There Are Big Bo- 
nanzas Yet Undiscovered im the Old 
Lede. 


From New York, under date of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1881, Prof. W. Frank Stew- 
art writes to the Virginia Chronicle 
thus hopefully of the future of the 
Comstock lode: . 

“As you are aware, I spent many 
years of my life in exploring and de- 
termining thé geological, lithological 
and mineralogical conditions of the 
Comstock mines» I may state with- 
out egotism, that Tam familiar with 


ee every rock and mineralized vein in 


Storey county, and I have no hesitancy 
in assertiog that the structure of the 
country warrants the belief that the 
Comstock yet holds richer and more 
extensive ore deposits than any hith- 
erto developed. The experience of 
the foremost mineralogists of the age 
proves beyond cavil that true veins of 
silver ores will at least penetrate to 
the very bottom of the formation in 
which they oceur. The distinguished 
German geologist, Von Cotta, says: 
‘Up to the present time it has never 
bean proved that a lode has been fol- 
lowed to its end; that is, to where the 
fissure actually ceased. Most of the 
stated cases concerniog the wedging 
out of veins, or their becoming sterile 
with incrdased depth, rest on the fact 
that ores are generally irregularly dis- 
tributed in the veins. As long as the 
fissures exist there remains a possibil- 
ity of their widening out and contain- 
ing ore. The same reliable author 
furtber assures us that ore veins (sil- 
ver) will certainly be 
AS DEEP AS THEY ARE LONG. 
‘The simple truth is that a true fis- 


„eure silver deposit is practically inex- 


haustible. There are silver mines of 
this character in Europe, which have 
been successfully worked for thous- 
ands of years, and still give no sign of 
exhaustion. It is a venerable axiom 
that ‘mortal man bas never yet seen 
the bottom of a true fissure silver de- 
posit.” The Comstock is one of the 
grandest fissure lodes on this planet, 
and it is safe to rely upon the hopeful 
words of Von Cotta—‘As long as the 
fissures exist there remains a possibil 
ity of their widening out and contain- 
ing ore.’ 

That enormous bodies of rich ore 
exist at profound depths in the Com- 
stock, I do not for one moment doubt. 
The only question now is, Can human 
ingenuity devise means to eliminate 
the heat and water at such tremen- 
If the owners of the 
great lode can master the heat and 
water difficulty, I have no fear for the 
ultimate glory of the grand old Com- 
stock. 

WHERE A BONANZA CAN BE FOUND. 
Before closing this letter, I desire 
to assure those whom it may concern 
that there isa rich virgin bonanza at 
the north end of the Comstock. I 
never could get the owners of the 
north end properties to understand 
that the great ore bedy of the central 
or ‘bonanza lode’ of the system, un- 
derlies the trachytie mountain of which 
the famous ‘Sugar Loaf’ is a section. 
The bold out-cropping of the Scorpion 
in Seven-mile Canyon is the ex of 
the great central lode to which I have 
alluded. This great vein dips eas: at 
an average angle of 45 degrees, and 
therefore drives under the volcanic 
mountain opposite Ira Parke’s tailings 
mill. Hitherto mine-owners at the 
north end have wasted their energies 
at points too far to the west.

This is the mating season with the 
Piutes. The manner in which they do 
their courting is described by the 
Pioche Record, as follows: Fighting 
commenced on Meadow Valley street 
between two gentle maideos, who had 
a quarrel over a handsomely-painted 
buck. The girls stood their ground 
well and punched each other with 
their fists in true white man style, 
affording much amusement for both 
red and white spectators. After the 
battle the victor walked over and 
stood by the prize she had won. 
There werea number of fights between 
the bucks. Two brothers, who had 
changed squaws, had several fights 
during the day. One brother, who 
thought that he had got the worst of 
the bargain, wanted to trade back, 
but the other refused, and they were 
fighting at intervals during the whole 
of the afternoon, resulting in one 
buck "getting both squaws. During 
that night the Indian campoody was 
a scene of many disturbances.’ But 
in justice to the young bucks and 
squews, it should be stated that their 
courtship is pot always conducted in 
that manner, Some of them, proba- 
bly those who have no rivals, con- 
duct their love affairs withont fight- 
ing. The women, however, are con- 
sidered the property of the men, who 
exercise the right of selling them or 
beating them, as thoy do their ponies, 
and both men and women seem to 
think as much of their children as 
white people do of theirs.

Railroad Rates in California. 

San Francisco, Feb. 18. 
The Railroad Commissioners, at a 
meeting to-day, fixed railroad freights 
in the State at a reduced but varying 
schedule, averaging 25 per cent. The 
railroad must furnish transportation 
for second and third class passengers 

at sixty per cent. of first-class fares. 


Yaqui Indian Uprising in Sonora. 
Tucson, Feb. 18. 

Information this morning from Her- 
mosillo, Sonora, Mexico, is to the eff- 
ect that the Yaqui Indians are prepar- 
ing for a general revolt. They have} 
driven all the ranchers outside of what 
they claim as their land, which covers 
about 250 square miles, and is 
the most fertile and the richest miner- 
al land in the State. They rob all 
travelers who pass through their coun- 
try, irrespective of nationality. 

The Mexican government proposes 
to send 4,000 troops to build forts and 
protect the settlers who may return. 
Two thousand five hundred of these 
troops are now en rovte from Guada- 
lajara, and 1,500 are to be recruited 
at Guaymas aod Hermosillo. The 
Yaquis are about 15,000 strong, and 
can muster about three or four thous- 
and warriors. They are partially civ- 
ilized ; stock raising, farming and min- 
ing being their chief occupations. 
They declare they will not give up 
their territory or allow any other peo- 
ple but their own to settle on these 
lands.
